These were only a few of the com- 
plaints made against the administra- 
tion of the present Chinese exclusion 
law. The trend of the opinion in the 
Cabinet meeting was that these com- 
plaints, after all, were directed rather 
against the construction placed upon 
the law than against the act itself, and 
especially against the definition given 
in California to the term coolie,“ so 
ft was practically decided that some 
important changes in the present 
regulations must be made. 

Today's session was the first regular 
meeting of the Cabinet held for some 
months, &hd it was one of the longest 
held during the administration of 
President Roosevelt.

BERLIN, Oct. 3—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Andrew Dewet, nephew of the 
famous Boer, Christian Dewet, ha« been 
arrested at his residence in a suburb 
of Windhoek, German Southwest 
Africa. with four other Boers accused 
of plotting the overthrow of German 
rule in Southwest Africa in order to 
create a Boer republic. This news, 
purporting to come from an excellent 
authority, was distributed to the Ger- 
man prers by the Hanseatic Press Bu- 
reau, and is accented as true by lead- 
ing Berlin journals. 

Andrew Dewet, who is a merchant of 
Windhoek, is described as having ar- 
ranged with the rebel natives to make 
common caure with them.

Key to Bright Ange! Route Proves 
Bonanza to Holder of Mining Claims 
by Reason of Large Tolle He Exacts 
from These Whe Penetrate Great 
Chasm.

PRESCOTT (Ar) Oct. 2.—The last 
official act of importance performed by 
the officials of the now lapsed Prescott 
land office was to declare against the 
Santa Fé Grand Cafion Railway Com- 
pany, in its action to oust Ralph Cam- 
eron from possession of several alleged 
mining claims that snuggle along the 
edge of the Grand Cafion. These claim 
are 80 located as to keep the ral 
company from entry upon the cele- 
brated Bright Apgel trail, now a veri- 
table bonanza to Cameron by reason of 
the large tolls he exacts from every 
tourist who seeks to penetrate the 
depths of the chasm. i 

The complainants, or protestan - 
leged — ground covered by the 
“mining claims” ie destitute of mineral 
of value; that the mining lawe have 
not been properly observed by Cameron 
in the maintenance of the locations and 
that Cameron hay not made the loca- 
tions for the purpose of seeking for 
precious minerals. but rather that he 
might control the only practicable way 
into the cafion for many miles. The 
protest was alleged to have been made 
in good faith for the purpose of pre- 
venting, if possible, the consummation 
of what is believed a fraudulent scheme 
for control of the trail and of the great 
Indian Garden Syrings. 

The protestant further stated its in- 
tention, if successful, to open the trail 
freely to the public. Appeal will be 
taken from the decision to the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office. The 
essence of the case is the value of the 
“ore.” One assayer stated that the best 
samples ran as high as $2 to the ton 
in metal values.

In company with Supervisor Alexan- 
der our body visited the County Hos 
pital and found if inmates weill cared 
for, its buildings niiary and in good 
repair, its affairs well administered, 
and many metbods, in vogue to save 
the puolic funds. N@table among these 
were the manufacture on the grounds 
of all coffins for the burial of indigent 
poor and the manufacture of operating 
tables and other expensive surgical ap-

The county lighting! and laundry 
plant ts a complete institution in itself 
and will gave much ex se to the 
county. The old wooden ding is, in 
our judgment, nothing but\a fire trap, 
and very expensive to ke in repair. 
We would recommend that ut be re- 
moved and a modern, larger and more 
sanitary building put in its place. An 
appropriation also should be \made to 
park the grounds, as nothing conduces

COMMEND DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 

This grand jury would particularily 
commend to the taxpayers of Los An- 
geles county the vigorous methods pur- 
sued by the District Attorney’s office 
in regard to the legal sale of intoxi- 
eating liquors throughout the county. 
We find that in the period from Jan. 
1, 1906, to Sept. 25, 1906, fifty-four cases 
were disposed of as follows:

The Councilmen who joined the

There must be mich solid merit in 
this City Hall proposition, or there 
would not be such frantic efforts made 
to defeat it. If you are going to fight 
it do so in a sensible way. Give us 
some solid reason why it should not 
be accepted. The only valid reason 
would be a gift of a site as large as 
this in a still better place. Where is 
it? Who offers it? Do not resort to 
such subterfuges as the referendum, 
gentlemen of the Council. Do you 
not know that every crank in the city 
who has a vote or who could steal one 
will vote to reject this site without 
any reference to the city’s interest, 
but merely to exalt his pet hobby? 

The question before the Council is 
left in statu quo by the defeat of 
Howton’s proposition. It is in the 
committee of the whole. The Council 
has power to accept the offer of a free 
site, and if on the final vote its mem- 
bers so decide they will reflect the 
wishes of the great body of the peo- 
ple. 


BETTER ROADS. 

If the county of Los Angeles ex- 
pends over $246,272 annually on the 
highways of the county, it should 
have something to show for the out- 
lay. So the grand jury thinks, and 
so the taxpayers generally will think, 
now that their attention has been 
called to the matter through the re- 
port of the grand jury. 
It is as the report declares: There 


are few if any first-class roads in the 


county. They are not macadamized 
or otherwise durable, and so are not 
permanent, and therefore the damage 
each year from the elements is much 
greater and the expense much heavier 
than it would be“ —if the money ex- 
pended were properly applied. 

The jury recommends that a change 
be made in the methods of county 
road-building. A portion of the 
money raised for road purposes should 
be set aside for the purpose of con- 
structing permanent roads, with foun- 
dations of crushed rock. If necessary, 
a law should be enacted at the next 
session of the Legislature making 
compulsory reservation of a portion 
of the road-moneys for this purpose. 
It is further and wisely recommended 
that the supervision of roads be 
placed in the hands of a highway com- 
missioner who shall be a skilled engi- 
neer and who shall supervise the en- 
tire work of road construction, in- 
stead’ of allowing each supervisor to 
fritter away the money on roads in 
his own district. The highway com- 
missioner, it is urged, should be a 
county official, either elected or ap- 
pointed by the Board of Supervisors. 
His salary should be commensurate 
with the duties required of him. He 
should be held to strict accountability 
for the condition of the roads, and for 
the expenditure of moneys confided to 
his keeping. 

These suggestions are worthy of 
thorough consideration. They offer a 


way by which the county can save 
money and at the same time get 
something definite and of value for 
the large sums expended annually on 
the highways of the county. Under the 
present system much of the taxpayers’ 
money is wasted. Perhaps some of it 
would be wasted under any system. 
But the grand jury’s suggestion is 
practical. There is no doubt that it 
can be put into successful operation, 
or that it would be a decided benefit 
to the county highways. 

It is better to build one mile of 
good, substantial road, practically 
permanent, than to plow up and 
level off ten or twenty miles of soft 
earth and call Kʒ a road. This latter 
method is not road-building. Neither 
is it scientific road-building to dump 
loose gravel into soft soil, to be beaten 
down by traffic into some semblance 
to a smooth, hard surface. Such a 
road is better than “natural soil,” it 
is true, but it is a more expensive 
road, in the long run, than a road 


properly built with a solid concrete or 


macadam foundation. 

County roads should not be bullt 
by supervisoral districts, unless it be 
on a comprehensive plan covering the 
entire county. The first, essential is 
two good roads, crossing the county 
at right angles, or nearly so. These 
will afford “the greatest good to the 
greatest number.” After they have 
been built, the construction of laterals 
may proceed as rapidly as practicable, 
until the entire county has been cov- 
ered with first-class intersecting high- 

Time would be required for the con- 
struction of such a system, but it 
would be true economy in the end, 
for the people would have something 
substantial to show for the money in- 
vested. Such a system of good roads, 
covering a county, would add vastly 
more to the value of lands throughout 
the county than the amount of money 
required to build them. 


ET US BE PREPARED. 

The value of preparedness in any 
undertaking is so well known and un- 
derstood that there is no need to ex- 
patiate upon it. It was so strikingly 
illustrated in the.recent war between 
Japan and Russia that the lesson will 
not soon be forgotten. 
been as well prepared for the titanic 
conflict as was Japan, the result would 
have been far different, as the whole 
world knows. 


} 


There is a lesson in this which Los 


Angeles (city and county) and all of 
Southern California should not fail to 
heed nor to act upon. Preparedness 
is the keynote of success—the “open 
sesame” of the world's treasure 
houses. Los Angeles has unmistak- 
able and brilliant prospects—amount- 
ing in fact to a certainty—of future 
greatness. This is to be a wonderful 
city, in the future, as it has been a 
wonderful city in the past. It is to 
be great in population, great in com- 
merce and industry, great in its sur- 
passing urban beauty, great in the 
average wealth of its teeming popula- 
tion, great in its reputation through- 
out the civilized world. And the whole 
of Southern California will share in 
the greatness of this dream-city with 
so brilliant, so unparalleled a future. 

But in order to enjoy and to de- 
serve its auspicious future, Los An- 
geles must prepare for it, and must 
do its part to bring about the con- 
ditions from which all will derive the 
benefits that are to come. There will 
be close and strenuous competitions, 
rivalries, and hard work in plenty, be- 


fore the final triumph. Los Angeles 


must not allow herself to become a 


laggard in the race. 


Our great ocean harbor is nearing 
completion. When completed, this 
harbor (of commerce and of refuge) 
will be all that has been claimed for it 
by its proponents and its defenders— 
and more. The outer harbor of refuge 
is large enough to contain all the 
fleets that sail the seas. The inner 


| harbor, when it shall have been fin- 


ished, will accommodate the tremen- 
dous commerce that will assuredly 
come to it in the course of time. In 
order to realize the possibilities and 
reap the benefits of the vast oriental 
trade that is to develop, we must put 
our house in readiness to receive it. 
We must meet it in a state of pre- 
paredness. 

Los Angéles made a splendid fight 
for the harbor at San Pedro. Our peo- 
ple need not be reminded of that mem- 
orable fight, out of which they 
emerged so victoriously. It will not 
do to allow the fruits of that great 
victory to go unreaped. It is time for 
the business men of Los Angeles to 
bestir themselves, and to make a 
united and determined effort to secure 
the trade of the Far East that is their 
due, and that is to be had for the 
effort, if the effort be rightly directed. 

The close of the Russo-Japanese 
war has turned the thoughts of all 
nations toward the pursuits of peace. 
An era of unprecendented development 
and activity is just dawning in the 
Far East. The doors of the Orient 
are swung wide open for the trade of 
all nations, thanks to the wise fore- 
sight and masterful diplomacy of the 
late Secretary of State, Mr. John Hay, 
under the direction of the President. 
The United States will claim, and will 
obtain, its share of this opulent com- 
merce. Our favorable geographical 
position, relative to the Far East, 
cannot fail, if we are alive to our op- 
portunities, to bring the bulk of this 
commerce to our Pacific shores. 

With our capacious and excellent 
harbor at San Pedro, we should se- 
cure the lion’s share of that com- 
merce. It will help to make Los An- 
geles one of the largest and most 
prosperous cities on the American 
continent or in the world. Now is the 
auspicious time for us to begin our 


preparations for participation in this

SANTA MONICA MAN MISSING 
SINCE SUNDAY. 


— — 
Leaves Notes Indicating That He is 


SANTA MONICA, Oct. 3.—Andrew 
Steger is missing from the Santa 
Monica Land and Water Company's 
ranch, near Sawtelle, and the circum- 
stances point to premeditated suicide. 

Steger was the cook at the ranch on 
which the pumping station is located. 
He has not been seen since Sunday 
evening. Yesterday morning a mys- 
terious note was found at the station 
and a similar one was picked up under 
the door of the company’s office here. 
As the notes were poorly written, no 
attempt was made to decipher them 
until anxiety over the continued ab- 
sence of Steger excited curiosity. Then 
it was found that the notes sought to 
convey the idea that Steger was 
despondent and weary of life He 
said he had been milsunderstood and 
Hed about until life was a burden and 
he would end it all by going to the 
end of the long wharf and jumping 
into the sea. 

Steger is the man who was recently 
arrested and taken to Los Angeles on 
a charge of alleged forgery, he having 
written the name of another as en- 
dorsement on a check and received the 
money. But as it was shown at ths 
preliminary examination that Steger 
had not exceeded what he had pre-
